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Ryan’s funding plan big secret

The December announcement 
of Minister of Education Claude 
Ryan’s new funding formula, in- 
jecting $40 million into Québec 
education, is not surprising consid- 
ering die pressure exerted on the 
government by both Québec uni- 
versities and the Quebée business 
community. 

Neither is it surprising that the 
$40 million falls far short of even 
conservative estimates of the mo- 



nies really needed. 

In July 1988, McGill 
published Vers un Financement 
Equitable des Universités 
Québécoises, a thirty page brief 
also known as “the Green Docu- 
ment.” 

The Green Document "sets out 
McGill’s plans to eliminate its 
annual deficit on the basis of con- 
tinued spending restraint and con- 
tinued government funding.” 

It proposes injecting $100 
million into Québec universities, in 



two phases. $47.8 million are 
needed immediately, the report 
says, to rectify existing funding 
inequalities between Québec uni- 
versities. McGill claims it should 
receive $35.6 million of provincial 
funds, while it allots S 1 .5 million to 
Concordia and $6.57 million to 
l’Université de Montréal. The re- 
port argues McGill’s extensive re- 
search warrants a larger share of the 
provincial pie.

Unified Slate Takes Elections

The McGill University Non 
Academic Staff Association 
(MUNASA) executive elections 
ended Friday and the final tally of 
the three day campus-wide vote 
counted. 

505 ballots were cast, electing 
the unified slate of Trevor Garland 
as President, Stephen Prescott as 
Vice-President, Jim MeVely as VP 
Liaison, Joanne Davias as Treas- 
urer and John Macncil as Secretary. 

36 per cent of the 1400 member 
association voted, less than the 42 
percent who turned out for Septem- 
ber’s by-elections. 

The newly elected executive ran 
together as a slate, on a platform of 
completing policies on the hiring of 
casual workers and merit system 
pay increases for non-academic 
staff at McGill. 

They won over independent 
candidates Jack Goldsmith and 
Nick Schcstakowich for president, 
Cyril Hamcrskil for Vice President, 



past president Irene Macarthur for 
VP Liaison, Jennifer Quinn for 
Treasurer, and Vivienne Rock for 
Secretary. 

Besides 62 spoilt or blank bal- 
lots, the Garland slate won by an 
average margin of 196 votes over 
Uic independent runners. 

MUNASA President Trevor 
Garland said he has already begun 
working to fulfill the platform. 

Negotiations were underway 
yesterday for the development of a 
merit system. 

“At all universities except 
McGill and Concordia people re- 
ceive echelon incrcascs...a promo- 
tion by seniority each year," said 
Garland. "Employees get a pay 
increase every year until they reach 
a ceiling, then they move into a 
higher classification and work to- 
wards a new ceiling ” 

At McGill there is no such eche- 
lon system. Instead there is a discre- 
tionary merit system. Salary in- 
creases depend on an employees 
rating in a review process. But the 



Confused Council 
Appoints Executive

Council approved resolutions 
creating the position of ‘External 
Affairs Co-ordinator’ and appoint- 
ing student John Fox at its meeting 
yesterday. Council also approved 
an “appropriate honorarium,” to be 
determined by the Society’s Joint 
Management Committee, created 
for the Co-ordinator. 

The External Affairs 
Co-ordinator is a replacement for 
the position of Vice-President Ex- 
ternal Affairs, vacated by Marc 
Cameron’s resignation last semes- 
ter. 

According to the Society consti- 
tution, Executive positions left 
open as the result of an impeach- 
ment or resignation of a 
Vice-Presidentare usually filled by 
electing a student from among al- 
ready elected councillors. 

The four resolutions were part of 
a proposal presented to Council by 
Society President Nancy Coté on 
January 9. 



reviews aren’t annual. According 
to Garland, there am sporadic 
freezes on merit salaiy increases. 

Part of the negotiations involve 
removing McGill’s merit ceiling. 

"McGill has a higher ceiling 
than other universities, but there is 
no movement into higher classifi- 
cations. Once you reach the ceiling 
that’s it,” said Garland. 

Garland also wants to establish a 
standardized, university-wide dis- 
tribution policy for the merit sys- 
tem. 

“It’s a question of who gets what 
and how it’s dealtouL For example, 
I like you I don’t like you is not a 
good system, and has been used too 
much in the past You’re my friend 
you’re not my friend is a bad sys- 
tem," he added. 

“It’s also important that merits 
not be used as a punishment sys- 
tem,” said Garland. “Some Deans 
and directors believe it’s apropos to 
punish people with die merit sys- 
tem (by not granting them the in-

into the Québec college and univer- 
sity system to help close the $172 
milliondollar gap between what die 
Ontario and Québec governments 
give to their universities. 

The report also states that tui- 
tion fees must be raised. It recom- 
mends an increase to the “nadonal 
average,” around $1 600. The brief 
proposes putting 30 per cent of the 
tuition increase into loans and bur- 
saries. Full-dme McGill students 
now pay about $450 a semester. 

The Conseil des Universités 
has also produced a proposal which 
reiterates the call for $100 million 
in funding from the province. 

Michel Robillard, Québec 
Director of University Planning 
helped draft the McGill funding 
proposal. “We’re wailing," he 
says. “We’ve made our formal pro- 
posal. We’re waiting for the gov- 
ernment to make a move. We have 
signals that something is coming 
but we don’t know exaedy what,” 
said Robillard. 

Robillard says other universi- 
ties “support the McGill formula.” 
But Claude Corbeau, Rector of 
Communicadons at UQUAM, re- 
fuses to say whether or not he does. 

The Québec business commu- 
nity has also pressured the govern- 
ment to increase funding. 

McGill Chancellor Jean dc 
Grandpré, Chairman of the Board 
of Bell Canada Enterprises, sees 
provincial underfunding as a major 
factor contributing to the decline of 
the education system in Québec. 

de Grandpré organized a 
meeting of businesspeople in No- 
vember to discuss overall equitable 
funding of Québec universities. 
The meeting produced a letter ad- 
dressed to Premier Robert 



Bourassa. Signed by 143 business 
and academic leaders, it underlined 
“the critical situation of Quebec 
jniversities.” According to Sheila 
Sheldon-Collycr, Secretary of the 
Board of Governors and Senate at 
McGill, the meeting was attended 
by people who arc "leaders in the 
Québec community.” 

The letter tells Bourassa “the 
health, progress and future of our 
society” depend on making univer- 
sity education accessible to all. But, 
"due to the reduction of available 
resources since the beginning of the 
80’s, the capacity of the Québec 
university system to accept addi- 
tional students has reached its 
limit.” 

The business leaders call fora 
permanent hike in annual grants to 
universities as well as an immediate 
end to Quebec’s “oddity", the 
twenty year freeze on tuition fees. 

In Québec tuition fees make 
up 9.2% of universities’ operating 
income, in contrast to the 1 5 to 22% 
they contribute in other provinces. 

George Juste, MAUT Presi- 
dent, Claude Caston-Guay, Univer- 
sité de Montréal Chancellor; 
Michel Gervais, Rector at Laval; 
Montréal businessman Serge Sau- 
cier, and Lydia Martone, executive 
assistant to VP Finance John Ar- 
mour, signed their names to the 
document. 

According to Juste, the letter 
was circulated at McGill by dc 
Grandpré in a special, private meet- 
ing concerning the nomination of 
Principal David Johnston to serve 
another term. “Mr. de Grandpre 
happened to have llic letter with 
him. Anyone interested was asked 
to sign," he said. 

De Grandpré also believes 
Québcc’s financial difficulties arc 
continued on page 10 



Debate on the resolutions ended 
abruptly as councillors were con- 
fused by the proposal’s format, 
reading the four separate resolu- 
tions as one, without fully debating 
them. 

Council proposals took a “pack- 
age deal" approach to the new posi- 
tion. The "package deal" closed 
nominations for VP External, cre- 
ated the External Affairs Co-ordi- 
nator position, allowed die Joint 
Management Committee to recom- 
mend an honorarium for the new 
position, and appointed External 
Affairs Committee member Johr 
Fox as Co-ordinator. 

Council Speaker Mark Drumbl 
believing councillors understood 
the modon as a “package deal," al- 
lowed the vote. 

“The odicr parts should have 
been debated. Unfortunately, the 
request was denied," Drumbl 
added. 

External Affairs Co-ordinator 
John Fox is pleased with his new 
job. 




‘Any coucillor could have en- 
tered their nomination. None did, 
while I am willing to do the job," 
Fox said. 

“It’s democratic because its not 
an elected position but an appoint- 
ment,” Fox said. 

J Grades 

Council passed a policy to in- 
clude student’s right to appeal the' 
“J" grade. If the Associate Dean or 
an Associate of the faculty believed 
the reasons justifiable, then the 
grade would not be calculated in a 
student’s CGPA. If the “J" remains, 
the grade received on a supplemen- 
tal exam is calculated along with 



the “J", or zero, and therefore 
counts as a failure grade. 

At present, a “J” grade can only 
be erased when the appeal includes 
a medical note. Under the proposed 
amendment, cases would be evalu- 
ated individually by Deans of the 
various faculties. 

VP University Affairs Maria' 
Battaglia presented the proposal. 
Battaglia said the policy creates 
uniformity across faculties. 

But, “in smaller faculties, it is 
easier to plead,” she said. 

Coucillor Chris Tromp believes 
this policy changes little compared 
to the previous “J" grade policy. 

“This is a minute change. Penal- 
izing students treates them as chil- 



dren who cannot make responsible 
decisions,” Tromp said. 

The proposal will go to the 
Academic Planning and Policy 
Committee next month. 



Other resolutions passed during 
the meeting include the advertising 
of the place and times of all com- 
mittee meetings in cither the 
“events" column of the Daily, or in 
the "What’s On” column in the 
Tribune. As well, Committees of 
Council, excluding the Executive 
Committee, will remain open to 
students except during “in camera” 
sessions.

The new welfare reform Bill 
C-37 passed through the National 
Assembly on December 15 along- 
side a flurry of bills, including lan- 
guage Bill 178. 

Some critics say the timing was 
strategic — it was rushed through 
the legislature, overshadowed by 
the language issue, avoiding the 
public opposition the Bill’s orienta- 
tion documents first received in the 
fall. 

But the new Bill, created by 
Québec Minister of Manpower and 
Security André Bourbcau, offers 
little change to die controversial 
initiatives of his predecessor Pierre 
Paradis. 

“It serves to ‘punish’ welfare 
recipients rather than deal with dtc 
real problem, that there aren’t 
enough jobs,” said Natalie Moreau 
of SCRAP-Union (Solidaires 
contre la réforme à Pierre Paradis),

One of the government’s aims in 
reforming welfare was to alleviate 
the disparity between older and 
younger welfare recipients. 

Under the old legislation, wel- 
fare recipients under the age of 30 
would receive basic benefits of 
$184 while older recipients would 
get $487 monthly. 

According to Moreau, the 
Québec government is not acting 
responsibly towards youth. She 
says that considering their position 
on student funding, die government 
is showing a “very dangerous" atti- 
tude towards youth. 

“We had higher hopes for Mr. 
Bourbcau’s way of thinking," said 
Linton Gamer, a social worker at 
Project Genesis, a community 
group designed to help welfare re- 
cipients. 

Gamer believes the bill has cre- 
ated a ‘false parity’.

Cops hassle taxi driver

A taxi driver pulled over by 
police for auto theft, and given $200 
in dekets for traffic violadons, is 
complaining of racism in the Mon- 
tréal Urban Community (MUC) 
police force. 

Ali Tavakol, an Iranian, was 
driving his taxi along René 
Lévesque boulevard at 14h on 
January 13 when he heard a siren 
behind him and pulled over. 

He says he was approached by a 
man in abusincss suit who asked for 
his taxi authorization papers. 
Tavakol refused to hand over his 
papers to the unidentified man. 
According to Tavakol, the man then 
quickly showed his wallet and said, 
“You fucking asshole, I’m a cop. 
You fucking Iranian go back to 
your fucking country.” 

Two other uniformed police of- 



ficers arrived and handcuffed him 
without telling him why. 

“They didn’t even read me my 
rights,” Tavakol said. 

Tavakol was taken to Station 23 
and was told he was under suspi- 
cion for auto-theft. Two hours later 
police looked at the ownership 
papers for his marked taxi. Tavakol 
was released, with tickets totalling 
$ 200 . 

One was for passing a car on the 
right and the other was for not 
showing his identification. 

Tavakol is taking his case to the 
Québec Human Rights Commis- 
sion. 

“It all comes back to racism,” he 
said. "Why docs he have to say 
‘fucking immigrant’? He was smil- 
ing when he gave me the ticket." 

Tavakol says he was stopped for 
nothing and docs not understand 
how they could give him a traffic 
violation ticket if the police offi- 



cer’s first motive for pulling him 
over was auto theft. 

Jeff Kash, a director of the taxi 
company said die situation “both- 
ered" him. 

“I know Ali, and he wouldn’t do 
anything wrong. The police officer 
was trying to be like a big shot," he 
said. 

Kash says Montréal is getting 
worse. 

“It’s giving me the feeling this is 
not my home anymore. I came to 
Canada ten years ago and I was be- 
ginning to feel this was my home." 

Kash credited the renewed lan 
guage strife in Québec and the per- 
ception that all Iranians arc in 
volved in drug rings with contribut 
ing to racism. 

"I have always liked Montréal,.. 
Kash said, “but maybe I’ll have to 
find another city in Canada." 

Police at Station 23 claim no 
knowledge of the incident. 



party. According to party statutes 
an elected member of the party is 
automatically a member of the 
caucus.

OWN HANDS

The future of Brazil's energy sector hinges on a $500 mil- 
lion World Bank loan to the Brazilian government. The 
fates of Brazil's endangered rainforests and half a million 
of its indigenous peoples hinge on the denial of this loan. 
But this decision is out of the hands of the aboriginal 
peoples , and even the Brazilian government. It all depends 
on several industrialized countries , including Canada , hold- 
ing votes on the World Bank. 



The proposed loan to Brazil will fund the 
construction of 136 dams in the Amazon 
basin and is designed to bolster its energy 
sector following the Brazilian government’s 
strategy called Plano 2010. 

"In the process,” says local activist 
Suzanne Diamond, “this will flood an area of 
the Amazonian rainforest die size of Italy,” 
and displace 500 000 people from their 
homes, including native peoples. 

When the World Bank announced its plan 
to loan Brazil the money to develop this 
power sector environmentalists abroad went 
nuts. 

Canada supported the first installment of 
the loan, early in 1987. Since then a grass- 
roots campaign against the loan produced a 
national lobby to change Canada’s vote on 
the second installment, which was to have 
been decided earlier this month. 

But now the vote on the second in- 
stallment has been delayed because of a 
subsequent suspicion that the loan may be re- 
directed by Brazil towards developing 
nuclear energy. The controversy over 
Brazil’s emerging nuclear technology has 
caused the decision to be delayed by at least 
two months, according to Richard Rcmillard, 
spokesperson for Minister of Finance and 
World Bank delegate Michcal Wilson. "The 
World Bank staff has had problems with the 
loan insofar as it has to do with provisions on 
nuclear energy,” he says. 

The World Bank is an international 
agency to which Canadian tax payers 



contribute about a third of a billion dollars 
anually funding development projects in 
underdeveloped countries. 

“It has taken a long lime for the negotia- 
tions between the World Bank and Brazil," 
admits Jackie Snyder, assistant to Canada’s 
executive director at die World Bank in 
Washington, D.C., Frank Potter. 

“At die end of [Iasi] August, die Brazilian 
government decided to reshuffle its nuclear 
power sector and incorporated it into the 
energy sector,” says Snyder, “Negotiations 
have been complicated because if the loan is 
approved, it will appear as though the World 
Bank supports the nuclear sector. This is an 
image the World Bank docs not want to pres- 
ent.” 

Diamond contends that the loan may be

used for nuclear weapons, not nuclear power. 
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“This has thrown a wrench in their 
plans," she says, referring to the World Bank. 
“I’ve heard that the Brazilian government is 
unwilling to release documents to the World 
Bank which indicate what the loan will 
finance exactly." 

Speculated effects of the loan 

Diamond claims the loan is cosily in terms 
of financing, environmental destruction and 
human displacement. 

“Plano 2010 is clearly not sustainable de- 
velopment,” Diamond says. “Building the 
dams would flood the forest. Besides, those 
dams don’t last long anyway.” 

The problem extends beyond losing 
forests, Diamond says. "The soil is very thin 
in the area and if the forests arc removed, the 
heavy rains will wash away the topsoil and 
within a decade the land will become com- 
pletely barren." y 

Grant Penton, from RESULTS (Re- iÇ 
sponsability for Ending Starvation 
Using Legislation Trimtabbing and 
Support), maintains that die plans Vc 
for destruction of the forests include 
setting them ablaze to provide room for 
cattle ranching and for subsistence crops. 

“Thousands of fires arc burning in forests 
right now and this is definitely a threat to the 
ozone layer." 

According to Diamond there arc 6 000 
fires burning in the forests at any given 
moment, contributing 20 per cent of the 
carbon dioxide that flows into the atmos- 
phere. 

Tropical rainforests used to make up 14 
per cent of the earth’s land mass but this is 
now reduced to 7 per cent, yet they still 
contain one half of all species on the planet. 
According to Diamond- they, contain millions 
of species which scientists have yet to even 
discover. 

“The resources in the area arc not in 
exclusive possession of that country," says 
Paul Taslimi, who is working with Diamond. 
“If we completely remove the Amazon 
forests what is that going to do to all the 
plants and animal species we haven’t yet in- 
vestigated?” 

Diamond cites rubber, cocoa, coffee, 

banana, com, soybeans and 
the recently discovered 
wing bean which contains 
more protein than soy- 
beans, as just some of the 
valuable commodities to 
be found in the forests. 

Other commodities in- 
clude tranquilizers, anes- 
thetics and medications for 
cancer treatments. 

“We can use the forests 
for more lucrative bene- 
fits,” she says, “such as 
medical research.” 



The Brazilian consulate, however, paints a 
different picture. While Helena Lcilao of the 
commercial department maintains that as a 
member of the consulate she will not express 
an opinion on the project, she insists the 
plans for the loan call for, "developing re- 
sources. It has nothing to do with forests. 

And we already have a policy on Amazonia.”

World bank tends to 
make big mistakes 

The size and cost of World Bank projects 
is one factor in the contcndon with the World 
Bank loan to Brazil, according to Schibli. 

"Some people say, ‘It’s just another great, 
big project by the World Bank,’" says 
Schibli, “and they lend to be a disaster." 

Other World Bank projects include the 
Sardar Sarovar and Narmada Sagar dams in 
India which have destroyed 100 000 acres of 
land and the Transmigration Project in Indo- 
nesia to which the World Bank is considering 
another loan and which is destroying 8 

The government's real 
interest when voting at the 
World Bank will be simply to 
ensure that Brazil repays its 
debt to Canadian banks- 
Brazil owes billions of 
dollars to mainly Cana- 
dian private banks. When a 
moratorium on payments was 
declared in 1987 the banks 
freaked out. 

million acres of tropical forests. 

“The World Bank should be dismanded 
completely," says Taslimi. "I have no respect 
for the World Bank and it isn’t a realistic or- 
ganizadon in terms of holding out for the 
interests of people.” 

Diamond comments, “World Bank 
projects usually lead to ecological and eco- 
nomic devastation.” 

"These projects usually wind up decreas- 
ing the living standards in the countries and 
the developed world is the beneficiary 99% 
of the dmc. The World Bank will have to 
change its policies and orient its projects to 
belter programs." 

"This really incorporates everything,” 
says Diamond, “economy and ecology. The 
loan will never be paid off and it will wind 
up destroying an important resource.”

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The myths and truths about rape 



Myth: Rape is primarily a sexual and non- 
violent crime. 

Truth : Rape is a violent crimc-87 per cent of 
rapists carry a weapon or threaten the victim 
with death-which is carried out in part, sexu- 
ally. Often the actual assault is only a small 
part of the verbal and physical abuse that can 
occur during an assault. The psychological 
and physical abuse of rape violates not only 
a victim’s personal integrity but also her/his 
sense of safety and control over her/his life. 

Myth: It could never happen to me: Who 
gets raped? 

Truth: A large percentage of rapes occur in 
the 14-24 age group, but women of all ages, 
economic classes, races, dress, looks, marital 
status, etc. are potential rape victims. Men 
arc also sexually assaulted and suffer simil- 
iar post-assault symptoms. 



Myth: Mostrapesarccommittcdby strang- 
ers 

Truth: More than 50 per cent of rapists are 
known to their victims. They may be friends, 
fathers, uncles, colleagues, orclassmatcs. 99 
per cent of rapists arc men. 



Myth: Men are victims of their uncontrol-' 
lablc sex drives. 

Truth: Men, just like women, can control 
themselves sexually. They are not animals. 
Sexual assault is a crime of violence, not an 
act by an over-sexed man. 

Myth: Sexual assailants are deprived of 
sex. 

Truth: Most sex offenders are married or 
have a lover. 

Myth: Rape is a sheet crime. 

Truth: Almost 80 per cent of rapes occur in 
private places- in the victim’s residence, the 
rapist’s residence, other dwellings or ve- 
hicles. 

Myth: Women provoke agression. 

Truth: Were the two youngest rape victims 
in Canada (2 weeks and 6 months) provoking 
it? The oldest rape victim in Canada, an 80 
year old woman, was attacked by a young 
man who forced the door, robbed and raped 
her. 

Myth: It is not possible to rape a 
non-consenting adult. 



Truth: It is indeed possible. Fear of death, 
threat of violence or physical brutality can 
immobilize anyone. Since women are nor- 
mally socialized to be passive and have not 
learned to use their bodies asscrively, they 
often submit to rape in fear of their safety. 
This docs not mean that they consent. 

Myth: All women want to be raped. They 
like it. 

Truth: This myth implies that women who 
say NO to sexual advances really mean YES. 
It also assumes that women have no will of 
their own and enjoy being abused and as- 
saulted. Moreover, the rapist is seen to have 
done them a favour by "seducing” (conquer- 
ing) them. This is reinforced in society 
through the glorification and romanticiza- 
tion of the man who takes a woman by force. 
This creates the image of a woman as a 
willing victim and a commodity to be used by 
men when and how they please. In reality, 
women arc often ambivalent about that which 
involves their sexual desires. Until recently, 
they were taught that sexual relations with 
their husbands were obligatory and not 
something from which they could derive 



their own sexual pleasure. On the other hand, 
a single woman who was sexually active was 
considered "easy.” Even today, how many 

women feel at case asking a man out on a date 

or telling a man of their desire to make love 
with him? Women must learn to be frank and 
direct with their sexual desires: saying YES 
or NO clearly and distinctly is very impor- 
tant Men must respect the right of the woman 
to say no and accept this response as the truth. 
Some women have rape fantasies. This docs 
.not mean that they find rape pleasurable. 
When a woman has rape fantasies, she con- 
trols all the actors and their actions- she can 
slop or change the scene. One essential char- 
acteristic about rape is that the woman has no 
control over it Fantasy and reality have 
nothinc in common. 



Rape is a violent and degrading crime. No 
woman wants to be raped. Men need to take 
the rcsponsibiltiy for rape as a crime of 
violence. Women need to be frank with their 
sexual desires and break away from the 
“passive” “victim” mold.

creases). A merit system and a 
penal system shouldn’t be the same 
thing.” 

The other major goal on the new 
executives’ agenda is to complete a 
policy on hiring ‘casuals’ or non- 
pcrmancnl staff. Currently there is 
no policy governing when casuals 
can be employed. 

“Normally in a union contract 
any casuals arc payed to scale and 
limited to how long they can be 
hired. For example at l’Université 
de Montréal a worker can only 
work forsix months as a casual and 
then they become union members 
and full time employees,’’ said 
Garland. 

“If you don’t have this kind of 
policy people can end up working 
ten years as casuals in one place. 
This is happening a lot at McGill,” 
he said. 

Casuals receive a scaled down 
salary, no benefits, no paid sick 
days, and only two weeks vacation 
per year, the minimum decreed by 
Québec labour law.

exacerbated by student misuse of 
loans and bursaries. 

In the December 14 issue of 
The Reporter, de Grandpré was 
quoted saying “many studcnLs re- 
gard the loans as gifts that do not 
have to be paid back. They go 
through university on a free ride.” 

In the interview de Grandpré 
calls for an expanded student loan 
system. “Charging interest, how- 
ever nominal, is essential. If there’s 
no interest, there’s no incentive. It’s 
like Freud said: there has to be a fee. 
It gives the patient incentive to get 
better.” 

Whether or not the priorities of 
Ryan’s formula parallel the re- 
quests of llic business community 
or McGill, will not be known until 
the thus-far secret details of the 
formula arc revealed. 

McGill and Concordia signed 
a letter in early December approv- 
ing Québcc’s proposal. According 
to VP Planning Paul Davenport, 
McGill is pleased with the progress 
concerning overall reform of fund- 
ing but he “cannot comment on a 
confidential document.” 

Université du Québec à Mon- 
tréal gave official approval to the 
Ministry’s plan in December. 
UQUAM Vice Rector Claude Cor- 
baull says “all Quebec universities 
need more abundant funding. Even 
pcoptc outside ol universities agree 
with this.” 

Laval University, Université 
de Sherbrooke, and Université du 
Québcc’s campuses are the three 
universities which benefitted most 
under the old funding formula, and 
arc most likely to object to the new 
proposal if it shifts new funding to 
McGill and Concordia, universi- 
ties which have historically suf- 
fered mosL
